A  pertinent  statement  from  Theta’s  Second  Leadership  Conference.  Turn  to  page  7. 

Your  Editor  Has  a  Notion  that  Leadership  Conference  is  like  a  Grand  Convention — no  matter 
how  graphically  we  try  to  write  it  up  in  the  Theta  Magazine,  it  has  to  be  participated  in  to  be  ap¬ 
preciated.  We  wish  we  could  have  had  room  to  print  more  that  was  said,  but  add  here  a  phrase  or 
two,  such  as  this  terse  definition  of  efficiency  for  Theta  chapters:  "K  +  P  X  C  =  O:  Knowledge 
plus  Planning  times  Cooperation  equals  Organization.”  Collegiate  Sue  Anne  Starnes,  Alpha,  De- 
Pauw,  who  made  the  Toast  To  the  Past  at  the  banquet  closed  with  these  words:  " Although  the 
times  change  and  the  girls  change,  our  history  is  still  there,  presenting  us  with  a  strong,  but  elegant 
heritage — one  too  precious  to  forget.” 

We’d  say  an  installation  is  high  up  on  the  scale  inspiration-wise,  too,  and  most  of  us  never  have 
a  chance  to  participate  here  either.  As  we  welcome  South  Florida  as  our  Delta  Rho  chapter,  some 
of  the  little  extra  stories  about  the  installation  not  covered  in  the  write-up  on  pages  4-6  bear  men¬ 
tion.  A  Theta,  Anna  K.  May  Anderson,  of  Alpha  Omega,  Pittsburgh,  was  acclaimed  as  "Delta 
Rho’s  source  of  strength  during  pledgeship,”  and  had  the  special  joy  of  seeing  her  daughter  Linda, 
not  only  initiated  as  a  charter  member  of  South  Florida,  but  installed  as  the  first  president  of  the 
group.  As  if  this  were  not  reward  enough  for  Mrs.  Anderson’s  inspiration  and  effort,  the  grateful 
chapter  surprised  her  with  a  gold  charm  which  reads  "Theta  Mother”  on  one  side  and  "With  Theta 
Love  From  Delta  Rho”  on  the  other. 

By  her  own  admission,  the  Alpha  Delta  Pi  member,  Miss  Cozbie  Reed,  campus  adviser  for  the 
local  Tri  Chi  which  became  Theta,  felt  "half  Theta”  by  the  time  she  came  to  the  end  of  her  job. 
It  was  therefore  fitting  that  the  charm  presented  to  her  by  Grand  President  Norma  Jorgensen  con¬ 
tained  both  ADPi  and  Theta  insignia. 

If  we  sound  at  this  point  as  though  we  have  titillating,  interesting  copy  going  over  our  desk  that 
we  cannot  share  with  you  this  is  regretfully  the  case.  Particularly  is  this  true  in  this  our  Centennial 
Year  when  our  Summer  Issue  was  so  foreshortened  (24  pages  instead  of  the  usual  80)  and  we  are 
leaving  out  chapter  letters  of  all  sorts  during  the  1969-70  volume.

Those  who  feel  pride  in  their  fra¬ 
ternity  seek  future  members  who  will  maintain 
values  which  justify  pride,  who  are  receptive 
to  Theta  standards  and  goals  and  who  will  be

♦  Leadership?  Chapter  and  individual  per¬ 
formance  in'  campus  and  Theta  activity  is  a 
tangible  sign  of  this  strength. 

♦  Social  and  cultural  advantages?  Evidence  of 
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gracious  living  within  the  chapter  will  offer 
this  promise. 

A  chapter  cannot  become  overnight  what  it 
has  failed  to  become  all  year.  A  unified,  effi¬ 
cient  chapter  ivith  an  enthusiastic  spirit  will 
more  easily  interest  prospective  members. 

What  values  are  Alumnas  projecting  that  ^ 
influence  rushees  ? 

♦  Continuing  friendship?  An  alumnae  organi¬ 
zation  should  exemplify  the  reality  of  this 
aim. 

♦  Leadership  in  worthwhile  endeavors  which 
are  of  real  value  to  the  community?  Thus 
may  Theta’s  concern  for  others  be  demon-  ? 
strated. 

♦  Cultured  womanhood?  Respect  for  her 
mother’s  Theta  friends  often  influences  a 
rushee’ s  decision. 

Are  collegiate  and  alumnae  members  able  to 
articulate  the  benefits  of  fraternity  membership 
— to  exemplify  them?  A  frequent  self-evalua¬ 
tion  is  helpful;  when  the  positive  side  pre-^ 
dominates,  we  will  be  better  saleswomen !

Theta's  newest  chapter  with  a  gift  (above) 
with  John  Lund  doing  the  honors  for  Phi  Delt 
and  Dorothy  Whitehurst  Heard,  installation 
chairman,  accepting  for  Theta.  The  installation 
of  Delta  Rho  was  memorable  in  other  ways, 
too,  as  related  by  Alleyne  Monroe  Stephens, 
Beta  Nu,  Florida  State,  in  the  accompanying 
story.  Mrs.  Stephens  will  continue  to  serve 
Delta  Rho  as  their  permanent  alumnce  secretary. 


The  state  of  Florida  is  famous  for  its  A  B  C’s 
— Alligators,  Beaches,  Climate — plus  orange 
juice.  Now  it  can  add  its  four  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta  chapters. 

The  local  Tri  Chi  sorority  at  the  University 
of  South  Florida,  Tampa,  became  Delta  Rho 
colony  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  on  March  30, 
1969 — our  95th  chapter.  The  formal  pledging 
was  presided  over  by  Dorothy  Whitehurst 
Heard,  Grand  Council  member-at-large,  and 
Virginia  Wiggins  Childs,  college  president, 
District  XVIII.  Theta  alumnae  members  from 
Clearwater,  St.  Petersburg,  Largo  and  Tampa 
assisted.  Gale  Hays  became  the  colonizer.  The 
colony  has  placed  first  in  scholarship  the  past 
three  quarters. 

The  University  of  South  Florida  was  founded 
in  1956.  Though  the  first  classes  were  not  held 
until  I960,  the  enrollment  has  already  reached 
14,000.  The  University’s  only  tradition  is  inno¬ 
vation.  Seven  other  national  sororities  and  13 
national  fraternities  have  installed  chapters.  The 
1700  acre  campus  with  its  physical  plant  of  34 
fully  air-conditioned  buildings  is  valued  at 
more  than  $45  million. 

Though  vacation  had  started,  68  loyal  Delta 
Rhos  stayed  in  Tampa,  eager  to  fly  the  Theta 
kite.  Tuesday  evening,  June  17,  the  Loyalty  Ser¬ 
vice  was  held  in  the  President’s  Dining  Room, 
with  a  social  afterwards  to  meet  the  national  in¬ 
stalling  officers:  Norma  Anderson  Jorgensen, 
grand  president;  Dorothy  Schulze  Vaaler,  exec¬ 
utive  secretary-treasurer;  Lucile  Moore  Garrett, 
Dorothy  Whitehurst  Heard,  Martha  Smith 
White,  members-at-large  on  Grand  Council; 
Virginia  Wiggins  Childs,  Ruth  Robie  Lacy,  dis¬ 
trict  presidents,  college  and  alumnae  respectively; 
Gale  Hays,  colonizer;  Cay  Womack,  song 
leader;  Elizabeth  Talley,  new  resident  coun¬ 
selor;  Rosemary  Nilson,  Central  Office. 

Theta  collegiates  from  the  Universities  of 
Florida,  Georgia  and  Tennessee;  Florida  State, 
Emory,  Duke  and  Louisiana  State  Universities, 
along  with  area  Theta  alumnae,  helped  with  the 
initiation. 

The  big  night — June  19 — finally  arrived.  The 
formal  banquet  was  held  at  the  Carrollwood 
Golf  and  Tennis  Club  attended  by  150  Thetas 
and  guests,  all  singing  the  praises  of  Theta  (lit- 
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erally)  under  the  leadership  of  song  leader,  Cay 
Womack.  Grand  Council  installation  chairman, 
Dorothy  Heard,  was  toastmistress  and  lighted 
the  candles  in  honor  of  the  four  founders.  Col¬ 
lege  District  President  Virginia  Childs  gave  the 
Theta  welcome  followed  by  the  response  from 
Linda  Anderson,  Delta  Rho  president.  Alumnae 
District  President  Ruth  Lacy  talked  on  Theta 
service.  Many  Thetagrams  were  read  by  Colo¬ 
nizer  Gale  Hays. 

Honored  guests  were  Dr.  John  S.  Allen, 
president  of  the  University  of  South  Florida, 
and  Mrs.  Allen,  who  brought  greetings;  Dr. 
Herbert  J.  Wunderlich,  dean  of  student  affairs, 
and  Mrs.  Wunderlich.  Assistant  Dean  of 
Women  Linda  Ericson  delivered  the  address. 
Other  honored  guests  were  Mrs.  Phyllis  P.  Mar¬ 
shall,  director  of  student  organizations,  and 
Miss  Cozbie  Reed,  Alpha  Delta  Pi  and  past  Tri 


Chi  adviser,  who  was  presented  a  gift  by  Grand 
President  Jorgensen  for  her  work  with  the  local 
group. 

The  charter  service  was  then  held  in  the  Red 
Room  of  the  Carrollwood  Golf  Club.  The 
week’s  festivities  came  to  a  close  with  the  model 
chapter  meeting,  held  in  the  University  Center.

The  charming  idea  for  such  a  gift  originated  with  the  current  college  mem¬ 
bers  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  who  were  searching  for  a  special  way  they  could 
contribute  in  recognition  of  the  four  college  women  who,  in  1870,  founded 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta. 

Through  LINK,  this  special  project  is  under  way.  Many  of  the  college 
Thetas  are  joining  the  Foundation  as  Junior  members  and  others  are  con¬ 
tributing  as  they  can.  Each  college  Theta  who  contributes  to  this  Founders 
Memorial  Garden  will  record  her  name  in  a  special  book  to  be  presented 
to  DePauw. 

This  ’'contemplation  garden”  will  be  a  part  of  the  landscaping  plan  for 
the  projected  Performing  Arts  Center  at  DePauw  University.  It  will  be  a 
charming  retreat  with  lovely  evergreens  sheltering  benches  of  Indiana  lime¬ 
stone  and  perhaps  a  fountain  or  a  sundial.  The  exact  plans  for  the  garden 
will  be  determined  by  the  amount  of  money  contributed.  But  it  is  certainly 
a  most  appropriate  way  to  express  the  continuity  of  Theta— 100  years  after 
its  founding  at  Indiana  Asbury  University  (now  DePauw  University). 

In  recognition  of  her  contribution,  every  college  Theta  will  sign  her 
name  on  her  chapter’s  page,  and  all  95  pages  will  be  bound  together  in  a 
special  book  to  be  presented  to  President  Kerstetter  on  the  occasion  of  the 
Centennial  Reception  at  the  DePauw  Union  on  January  24,  1970.

An  Answer  To 


A  NAGGING  QUESTION 


No  longer  are  parents  of  communicatively 
handicapped  children  frustrated  by  the  nagging 
question,  '‘Maybe  if  we  had  taken  Johnny  to 
just  one  more  specialist?  "With  the  help  of  a 
pilot  project  undertaken  in  the  spring  of  1968 
at  the  Institute  of  Logopedics  at  Wichita,  Kan¬ 
sas,  an  in-depth  evaluation  of  each  child  is  pos¬ 
sible  with  a  team  approach  and  under  one  roof. 
Parents  have  their  essential  questions  about 
Johnny’s  condition  answered  in  one  three-day 
period  and  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing 
that  the  child  (or  adult)  has  been  seen  by 
professional  experts  in  the  areas  of  speech,  lan¬ 
guage,  plus  physical  rehabilitation. 

The  examining  team  is  composed  of  a  logo- 
pedist,  neurologist,  pediatrician,  orthopedist, 
audiologist,  psychologist,  educator  and  a  medi¬ 
cal  social  worker.  Other  specialties  such  as  psy¬ 
chiatry,  otolaryngology  and  ophthalmology  are 
available  when  deemed  necessary.  The  work  of 
the  project  has  been  funded  by  the  U.  S.  De¬ 
partment  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  and 
is  known  as  The  Evaluation  Center  for  Neuro¬ 
logical  and  Communicative  Disorders.  But  de¬ 
spite  all  the  big  words,  the  kindly  touch  of  in¬ 


dividuals  who  care  deeply  for  people  is  always 
at  hand.  These  individuals  on  the  Institute  staff 
also  make  available  the  routine  basic  examina¬ 
tion  of  speech,  hearing  and  psychometric  testing 
as  used  in  the  past. 

To  be  accepted  by  the  Unit,  a  referral  by 
local  physician  or  pediatrician  is  required.  Dur¬ 
ing  its  first  year,  some  307  such  children  and 
adults  from  26  states  and  two  foreign  countries 
received  diagnosis  and  recommendations  for 
placement  and/or  habilitation  from  the  Unit. 

What  do  the  recommendations  consist  of? 
There  are  normally  four  alternatives:  1)  Refer¬ 
ral  to  agency  or  training  facilities  in  the  local 
community  2)  A  complete  home  program  de¬ 
signed  for  an  individual  child,  complete  with 
specific  instructions  for  specific  behavior  3)  An 
extended  clinical-therapeutic  evaluation  on  the 
Institute’s  habilitative  program  of  from  three 
weeks  to  four  months  4)  Admission  to  the  In¬ 
stitute’s  habilitative  program  immediately. 

Thus,  Theta,  in  supporting  the  Institute  of 
Logopedics,  has  a  part  in  this  latest  step  in 
treatment  for  the  neurologically  and  communica¬ 
tively  handicapped. — Willa  Mae  Wright.

Gamma  Omicron— N.  Mexico 

Gamma  Omicron,  University  of  New  Mex¬ 
ico,  has  just  finished  a  building  program.  Prop¬ 
erty  behind  the  existing  house  was  purchased. 
The  entire  project  has  occupied  about  a  year. 
Living  capacity  was  increased  from  34  to  50. 

The  three-story  bedroom  wing  is  built  around 
an  enclosed  patio.  Bedrooms  have  built-in  dres¬ 
sers,  closets,  study  tables.  The  president’s  sec¬ 
ond  floor  bedroom  has  space  for  extra  storage 
units  and  file  cabinets.  Lounges  are  on  both 
bedroom  floors  connecting  to  a  small  lounge  in 
the  old  bedroom  wing.  The  bathrooms  have 
washers  and  dryers. 

The  old  chapter  room  in  the  front  of  the 
house  was  demolished  and  a  lovely  living  room 
was  built.  The  new  chapter  room  is  on  the  bot¬ 
tom  floor,  thus  cut  off  from  every  day  traffic. 
The  dining  room  has  been  extended  into  the 
old  living  room.  Guest  room  with  its  own  bath¬ 
room  is  on  the  first  floor.  The  living  room  in 
the  housemother’s  suite  was  made  larger. 

New  storage  space,  new  tile  floor  and  refrig¬ 
eration  in  the  kitchen  plus  underground  park¬ 
ing  on  the  chapter  room  level,  which  provides 
15  parking  spaces,  round  out  the  project.

^  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  will  celebrate  its  100th 
birthday  in  historic  San  Diego  which  is  observ¬ 
ing  its  200th  anniversary.  The  city  was  founded 
in  1769  by  Father  Junipero  Serra,  the  Francis¬ 
can  saint  who  came  up  from  Mexico  to  found 
the  21  missions  that  paved  the  way  for  Euro¬ 
pean  settlement  of  California.  However,  the  city 
was  still  a  small  adobe  settlement  as  late  as  the 
1860’s.  It  was  not  until  World  War  II  when  it 
became  one  of  our  largest  naval  bases  that  the 
attractions  of  San  Diego  as  a  resort  city  were 
discovered  by  servicemen. 

With  San  Diego’s  great  surge  has  come  many 
new  tourist  developments:  Mission  Bay,  a  4,000 
acre  resort  area;  Sea  World,  an  oceanarium  with 
dolphins,  porpoises,  penguins  and  a  killer 
whale  included  among  its  attractions;  Shelter  Is¬ 
land  featuring  an  extensive  yacht  basin  and  ex¬ 
otic  restaurants.  All  paths  in  Balboa  Park  lead 
to  San  Diego’s  magnificent  zoo,  the  largest  in 
the  world.  Because  of  the  city’s  mild  climate, 
animals  are  displayed  out  of  doors  in  natural 
habitat  settings  the  year  round. 

Of  all  San  Diego  tours  the  harbor  excursion 
is  a  must.  The  cruise  passes  the  Star  of  India, 
oldest  iron  hulled  bark  afloat,  the  tuna  fleet, 
Ryan  Aviation  where  Lindbergh’s  plane,  "Spirit 
of  St.  Louis,’’  was  built,  navy  and  marine  corps 
training  centers,  nuclear  submarine  docks  and 
the  famous  mothball  fleet  of  175  ships. 


San  Diego’s  most  popular  attraction  lies  16 
miles  south  across  the  Mexican  border  at  Tia- 
juana,  the  border  town  with  duty  free  shopping, 
bull  fights,  jai  alai  and  horseracing. 

For  those  who  have  time  for  longer  excur¬ 
sions,  one  may  drive  through  Cleveland  Na¬ 
tional  Forest  to  Mount  Palomar,  location  of  the 
world’s  largest  telescope.  You  may  also  visit  the 
Pala  Mission,  which  is  still  operating,  and  Mis¬ 
sion  San  Luis  Rey,  largest  and  richest  of  all  21 
California  missions.  Ninety  miles  to  the  north 
of  San  Diego  County  is  Disneyland. 

Minutes  away  across  San  Diego  Bay  from  the 
city  is  Coronado  Island,  home  of  the  famed 
Hotel  Del  Coronado.  This  historic  Victorian  re¬ 
sort  was  opened  in  1888.  The  original  bed¬ 
rooms  were  equipped  with  wall  safes  and  cherry 
mantled  fireplaces — but  very  few  bathrooms! 
Prominent  people  who  have  stayed  there  in¬ 
clude  President  Harrison  and  the  Prince  of 
Wales  (later  Duke  of  Windsor).  It  is  said  that 
here  the  Prince  met  the  former  Wally  Simpson 
for  the  first  time.  Through  the  years  millions  of 
dollars  have  been  spent  in  modernization;  now 
every  room  has  been  remodeled  with  care  to 
maintain  the  Victorian  flavor.  In  1964  the  hotel 
was  designated  a  California  historical  site. 

As  youthful  and  vigorous  San  Diego  cele¬ 
brates  its  bicentennial,  what  better  place  for 
Theta  to  observe  its  100th  birthday!

^  One  of  the  most  meaningful  and  worthwhile 
experiences  of  my  life  has  been  my  position  as 
pledge  trainer  at  Theta’s  Delta  Mu  chapter  at 
the  University  of  Rhode  Island.  While  ac¬ 
quainting  the  pledges  with  the  positive  values 
of  sorority  life,  I,  myself,  was  able  to  re-examine 
the  sorority  concept  and  emerged  from  that  ex¬ 
amination  with  renewed  certainty  that  sororities 
are  relevant  and  valuable  to  college  women  all 
over  the  U.  S.  and  Canada. 

An  important  area  in  which  fraternity  life 
can  contribute  to  the  individual’s  welfare  is  in 
the  area  of  personal  development.  From  her 
first  experience  with  sororities  as  a  rushee,  a 
freshman  girl  is  called  upon  to  enlarge  her  ex¬ 
isting  capabilities.  During  rush  she  is  given  the 
opportunity  to  exercise  her  ability  to  make 
friends  and  engage  in  interesting  conversation. 
This  ability  is  further  developed  as  she  partici¬ 
pates  in  rush  later  as  a  sister. 

Sororities  also  serve  as  incentives  for  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  new  capabilities.  For  example,  the 
work,  judgment  and  planning  of  many  are  re¬ 
quired  to  run  an  efficient  chapter.  This  enables 
a  portion  of  the  responsibility  to  be  entrusted  to 
each  member,  whether  it  involves  being  presi¬ 
dent,  taking  charge  of  one  rush  party  or  baking 
cookies  for  a  social. 

Sororities,  then,  are  concerned  with  involve¬ 
ment  of  people  and  also  with  involvement  with 
people.  They  reach  outside  of  themselves  to  the 
campus  and  the  world  and  they  reach  deep 
within  themselves  to  each  individual  member. 
Perhaps  an  accurate  term  to  apply  to  a  sorority 
would  be — “a  four-year  experiment  in  personal 
development  or  in  group  relations.”  Participa¬ 
tion  is  an  important  factor  in  today’s  world. 

All  those  in  a  sorority  have  an  opportunity  to 
participate;  leaders  can  lead,  artists  can  create, 


singers  can  sing — each  can  give  her  individual 
talent  to  enrich  the  group  as  a  whole.  In  fact, 
each  is  encouraged  to  do  so.  Before  the  sorority 
as  an  institution  can  be  dissolved,  it  must  be  re¬ 
placed  by  something  else  which  can  effectively 
fulfill  these  needs. 

Many  sorority  activities  which  are  scorned  by 
independents  such  as  rushing,  pledging  or  house 
projects,  serve  useful  functions.  They  help  in¬ 
crease  each  member’s  individual  capacities  for 
making  and  sustaining  friendships,  living  and 
working  with  others,  leadership,  creativity  and  a 
commitment  to  something  outside  and  larger 
than  oneself. 

This  year  in  honor  of  Kappa  Alpha  Theta's 
Centennial,  our  chapters  across  the  country  are 
engaging  in  fund  raising  projects  for  a  variety 
of  worthwhile  causes.  Delta  Mu  chapter’s  sale 
of  block  prints  enabled  us  to  donate  money  to 
the  University  Library  Fund.  Of  course,  Theta’s 
national  philanthropic  projects  which  include 
the  Institute  of  Logopedics,  the  DePauw  Li¬ 
brary  Fund,  Foster  Parents  Plan  and  the  schol¬ 
arship  and  fellowship  program,  are  also  monu¬ 
ments  to  her  ideal  of  love. 

Delta  Mu’s  pledge  class  wrote  letters  this 
year  to  servicemen  in  Vietnam.  At  a  meeting  of 
pledge  trainers  from  all  of  the  10  sororities  on 
campus,  I  learned  that  we  were  not  unique,  that 
the  majority  of  them  also  had  similar  philan¬ 
thropic  pledge  class  projects. 

When  the  ideas  of  helping  others,  working 
together  and  serving  the  campus  and  commu¬ 
nity  become  outdated,  then,  and  only  then,  will 
sororities  die.  Sororities  offer  opportunities  for 
involvement  and  participation,  which  are  as 
modern  as  Marshall  McLuhan,  who  said  that 
the  trend  in  modern  life,  as  a  result  of  our  new 
electric  age,  is  toward  total  participation.

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Books  By  Theta  Authors 


Nobody  Scares  a  Porcupine  by  Jean  Horton  Berg. 
Westminster  Press,  1969.  $3.75. 


What  better  way  to  entice  a  reader  to  think  than 
to  pose  questions  that  are  in  need  of  an  answer?  This  is 
just  what  Jean  Berg  does  in  her  newest  children’s  book 
(3-8  age  group).  Believing  that  children  appreciate 
stories  which  develop  a  meaningful  problem,  Mrs.  Berg 
urges  her  readers  to  discover  with  the  forest  animals 
just  what  it  is  to  be  courageous.  Many  of  the  animals 
proudly  boast  of  being  brave,  yet  they  show  fear.  Porcu¬ 
pine  is  not  afraid,  yet  is  he  the  only  brave  one?  In  situ¬ 
ations  that  might  have  already  been  experienced  by  the 
reader,  the  author  not  only  admits  that  fear  exists,  she 
justifies  the  need  for  a  certain  amount  of  fear.  We 
wonder,  can  someone  be  afraid  and  still  be  courageous? 
Just  what  is  courage? 

The  illustrations,  while  giving  the  book  a  whimsical 
tone,  work  in  skillful  conjunction  with  the  prose  to 
draw  us  to  Tiny  Mouse’s  summary.  ”Yes,”  says  the  tiny 
creature,  ’’being  brave  is  doing  what  you  ought  to, 
even  when  you’re  scared.”  The  presentation  is  quite 
convincing  in  its  development  of  this  solution. 

The  Author — Jean  Horton  Berg,  a  member  of  Theta 
from  Beta  Eta,  Pennsylvania,  is  a  wife,  mother,  house¬ 
keeper  and  writer,  and  is  also  a  regular  contributor  to 
the  children’s  section  of  the  Christian  Science  Monitor. 
She  has  written  over  21  books  for  children,  started 
writing  for  her  own  three  when  they  were  young.

Kim  Fashions  a  Career  by  Dorothy  Bramble  Shaftner. 
G.  P.  Putnam’s  Sons,  1968.  $3.75. 


Like  most  teenagers,  Kim  Merryman  has  her  ups 
and  downs.  Some  of  her  problems  she  brings  on  her¬ 
self,  such  as  her  propensity  for  being  a  little  too  frank, 
a  little  too  obviously  ambitious.  Others  come  to  her  by 
circumstance,  such  as  the  illness  that  prevents  Kim  s 
father  from  continuing  to  send  her  to  college.  Since 
Kim  is  intent  on  a  career  as  a  fashion  buyer  she  sees, 
and  rightly  so,  the  temporary  position  as  a  stock  girl 
in  one  of  San  Francisco’s  best  department  stores  as  a 
step  toward  fulfillment  of  this  goal  as  well  as  a  means 
for  finishing  her  education.  How  Kim  matures  and  be¬ 
gins  to  understand  that  success  means  lots  of  hard  work 
and  patience  makes  an  absorbing  story. 

Even  if  a  girl  were  not  especially  interested  in  a 
fashions  career,  this  book  would  still  make  worthwhile 
reading  for  its  insights  into  the  almost  adult  mind  of 
a  young  girl  and  for  its  vivid  and  fascinating  picture 
of  life  in  San  Francisco. 

The  Author — Dorothy  Bramble  Shaftner  is  a  graduate 
of  Oiiio  State  where  she  was  very  active  in  Theta.  She 
now  lives  in  Palo  Alto,  Calif.,  where  she  combines  her 
fashion  and  literary  talents.

The  Image  Collector  VIII  by  Marjorie  Duryee.  House 
of  Falmouth,  Inc.,  Portland,  Me. 


Marjorie  Duryee’s  growth  as  a  poet  is  evident  in 
the  eighth  of  her  proposed  ten-volume  series — The 
Image  Collector.  For  content  she  concentrates  upon 
momentarily  apprehended  fragments  of  experience. 
Her  choice  of  subject  matter  suggests  that  to  the  imagi¬ 
native  mind  all  experience  has  significance.  In  fact, 
some  of  her  most  successfully  evocative  poems  give 
life  to  the  seemingly  trivial — the  sharply  critical  words 
of  a  Dutchman  on  an  Amsterdam  tram,  mowing  the 
lawn  after  dark,  her  Labrador  puppy,  the  aroma  of  a 
fine  cigar.  The  range  of  her  topics  is  wide,  for  she 
draws  upon  her  extensive  travels  and  upon  the  histori¬ 
cal  past  as  well  as  upon  her  domestic  experiences. 

The  poems  in  The  Image  Collector  VIII  are  written 
in  disciplined  free  verse  with  a  knowledgeable  choice 
of  words. 

Her  language  is  vigorous  and  often  surprising. 

All  in  all  this  book  is  a  gentle  and  pleasant  assort¬ 
ment  of  verses  which  help  the  reader  to  a  richer  ap¬ 
preciation  of  his  environment — both  physical  and 
social — and  of  life’s  small  details. 

The  Author — Marjorie  Duryee,  a  Theta  from  Alpha 
Lambda,  Washington,  has  traveled  extensively,  is  an 
artist  as  well  as  a  poet.

On  City  Streets:  An  Anthology  of  Poetry.  Selected 
by  Nancy  Larrick.  M.  Evans/J.  B.  Lippincott  Co., 
1968.  $4.95. 


Guided  by  the  requests  of  100  inner  city  children, 
Nancy  Larrick  has  compiled  a  modern  anthology  of 
favorite  poetry  of  today’s  urban  child,  a  vibrant  col¬ 
lection  that  reflects  the  sounds,  sights  and  people  of 
the  city.  (For  ages  10-14.) 

Included  are  poems  by  Langston  Hughes,  Walt 
Whitman,  Carl  Sandburg,  Gwendolyn  Brooks  and 
many,  many  others.  Some  poems,  such  as  Sandburg’s 
’’Prayers  of  Steel”  and  Whitman’s  ’’The  Greatest 
City,”  capture  the  compelling  vitality  of  the  city.  Many 
others  tell  of  despair  and  loneliness  and  of  being  black 
and  poor.  This  tragic  theme  is  revealed  in  Frances 
Park’s  ”A  Sad  Song  About  Greenwich  Village,”  in 
Langston  Hughes’  ’’Mother  To  Son”  and  in  Evelyn 
Hunt’s  ’’Taught  Me  Purple.”  In  a  lighter  mood,  the 
children  and  Miss  Larrick  have  chosen  Eve  Merriam’s 
’’Alligator  On  the  Escalator’  and  John  Holmes’ 
’’Rhyme  Of  Rain.”  In  all,  the  imagery  and  the  crisp, 
skillful,  tender  use  of  language  provide  an  exciting 
reading  experience.  The  book  is  also  excellent  for  shar¬ 
ing  aloud. 

The  Author — Nancy  Larrick,  Alpha  Delta,  Goucher, 
has  been  a  teacher,  a  book  and  magazine  editor  and 
author  of  A  Parent’s  Guide  to  Children’s  Reading,  A 
Parent’s  Guide  to  Children’s  Education,  A  Teacher’s 
Guide  to  Children’s  Books.
